I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1 961 • 

According  to  the  Registrar  General* s  estimate  of  the 
mid  1961  population,  which  is  based  on  the  recent  census 
figures,  there  is  an  increase  in  the  population  of  the  Urban 
District  of  twenty  compared  to  the  corresponding  period  a 
year  previously.  This  is  an  increase  of  71  from  the  1951 
census  figure. 

The  number  of  live  births  has  increased  by  twenty  and 
the  total  of  ~J0  is  the  largest  number  recorded  for  many  years, 
giving  an  adjusted  birth  rate  slightly  higher  than  the  average 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Maternal  mortality  was  again  Nil  and  has  been  for  at 
Least  twelve  years. 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  26y  three  more  than  at  the  31st  December,  I960. 

The  information  in  this  report  on  food  premises,  shops, 
factories,  housing  etc.,  is  complied  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  whom  I  am  indebted.

ADJUSTED  BIRTH  AND  DEATH  RATE  :  COMPARABILITY  FACTOR 

Local  'birth  rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population* 

These  populations  are  estimated  "by  the  Registrar  General  and 
comprise  persons  of  all  ages,  including  those  who  have  no  influence 
on  the  "birth  rate.  These  latter,  do,  however,  affect  the  "birth 
rate  in  that  a  high  proportion  of  them  in  a  population  tends  to 
lower,  and  a  small  proportion  tends  to  raise  the  true  rate*  The 
size  of  this  proportion  will  vary  in  different  areas,  and,  therefore, 
the  elimination  or  standardization  of  such  a  factor  will  give  a  truer 
comparison  between  areas* 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a  comparability  factor  on  these 
lines.  Multiplication  of  the  crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the 
comparability  factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be 
compared  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales* 

The  comparability  factor. for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a 
similar  way  to  the  above.  The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid 
increase  osl  reduction  in  the  population  materially  affects  its 
comparison  by  sex  and  age  groups,  are  also  adjusted  on  that  account* 
Death  rate  area  comparability  factors  are  adjusted  to  take  account 
of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area. 

Birth  rate  area  comparability  factors  are  also  adjusted  to. take 
account  of  the  presence  of  sterile  populations  in  institutions  for 
the  mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

The  organic equality  of  this  water  is  very  good  and  the  chemical 
analysis  shows'  no  sign  of  active  pollution.  The  reaction  of  the 
water  is  neutral,  the  high  carbonic  acid  content  being  balanced  by 
the  high  total  hardness.  This  type  of  water  is  sometimes  found  to 
be  slightly  corrosive,  particularly  towards  new  metals. 

The  total  hardness  of  the  water  amounts  to  31  0  Clark,  about 
20°  of  which  is  temporary.  In  consequence,  the  water  has  a  high 
content  of  dissolved  solids.  A  trace  of  iron  is  present  but  this  is 
not  sufficent  to  give  rise  to  any  significant  deposit. 

In  our  opinion  this  water  is  fit  for  drinking  purposes,  but 
its  suitablility  for  general  purposes  and  for  use  as  a  public  supply 
would  be  considerably  improved  if  both  the  hardness  and  the  free 
carbonic  acid  content  could  be  reduced  preferably  with  a  rise  in 
the  pH. 


The  water  is  now  satisfactory  in  quantity. 

Mostly  the  Urban  District  is  served  with  a  piped  supply. 
Fourteen  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
during  the  year.
